Raymond Clay Cremat- 
ed—Loss $100,000. 


Firemen Unable to Cope With 
Blaze Driven by Strong Wind. 
Valuable Files Lost--- Paper 
to Be Issued From Plant of 


Evening News. 


Macon, Ga., November 3.—(Special.) 
Fire early this evening destroyed the 
plant of The Macon Dally Telegraph, | 
causing the death of Raymond Clay, a 
linotype operator, and entalling a loss 
of approximately $100,000. Most of 
the files of the paper, some of which 
were nearly 100 years old and very 
valuable, were lost. 

Fanned by a stiff wind, flames 
which originated in the mailing room 
at 6 o'clock, swept over the press | 
room on the first floor adjoining and 
rapidly ate their way through into the 
operating room above on the second 
floor. With little warning, editors, 
linotype operators and printers were 
the building. 

Clay’s Charred Body Found. | 

The body of young Clay was found 
at 7:30 o'clock in a closet, where he 
had gone, apparently, in an effort to 
escape. He was here only a week, 
coming from Knoxville and Atlanta. 
He was said to have been unacquaint- 
ed with the building, and ‘lost his life 
in a futile attempt to get out. 

Other operators in the make-up 
rooms were forced out rapidly, cad no 
one thought to look for the man in che 
excitement. In th effort to locate 
him, ‘fellow machine men went back 
into the smoking ruins jand found his 
body burned almost b¢yond recogri- 
tion. Hé Was past assistance when 
found. He was a young man and un- 
married. Relatives were notified, 
¢@nd his remains haye been removed to 
an undertaker’s place. No other inju- 
ries or fatalities have been disclosed. 

A Stubborn Blaze. 

A stubborn fight of the city fire de- 
partment failed to stop the flames 
which swept through the building 
from the rear. The operating force 
was. driven .from.the lynotype ma- 
chines and the fire followed into the 
editorial rooms. The entire force of 
the paper was driven from their posts 
of duty, hardly realizing how rapidly 
the fire was spreading.

Tax Assessors Show Steady 


Increase in Central Prop- 
erty Taxation. 


The city tax assessors are being 
praised, not by everybody, perhaps, but 
by a whole lot of people—because they 
have raised the assessments on cen- 
tral business property and not on 
homes in the suburbs. 

The assessors disclaim any intention 


of making the raises vecause of any 
recent political agitation. They say 
that the similar raises have been made 
ever since 1897. In tnat year, they 
say, the assessments were reduced 
$6,000,008 on suburban property and at. 
the same time the tax rate was lower- | 
ed from 1% to 1% per cent. They! 
Say that since 1897 they have made 
a steady increase in assessments on 
central] property and did so because; 
o§ the growth and progress of the 
city. 

It is true that striking raises have 
been made this year on central prop- 
erty and that the increase will bring 
a considerable increase in the revenue 
of the city next year. 

The assessments on at! the large, 
buildings have not been raised, how~ 
ever. Notably among these those on 
which assessments have not been in- 
creased is the Kimball! house, the 
Equitable building and the Candler 
building. 

It is equalization of taxation, say the 
assessors, that is being aimed at, and: 
it is known to those who have to make 
assessments that to make such an 
equalization is a very difficult task. 

There were given in The Constitu- 
tion of Thursday morning a few of 
the large business blocxs on which tax 
assessments were increased.

GOOD AS AMERICAN’S 


So United States Judge Landis 
Rules in Case at 
Chicago. 


Chicago. November 3.-—-Does a China- 
man appreciate the full meaning of tie 
words “so help me, God,’ when he is 
swearing to an oath? 

This unique legal question came up 
in the federal court. Judge Kenesaw 
M. Landis ruled that he does, no matter 
if he is not Christian, and held that a 
Chinaman’s word under oath should 
be belleved as readily as that of an 
American.

“Wild Bob” Burman’s jonah day is 
close at hand, and the fearless pilot of 
Marquette-Buick racing cara is pre- 
paring for an all-day siesta.

THE BASIS OF CI 

According to reports, assessments of central real estate in the 
city of Atlanta have been increased by the tax assessors from 10 
to 20 per cent, and the city’s total taxable values have thereby been 
increased by $7,000,000. 

That central realty in Atlanta is growitig by leaps and bounds 
is incontrovertible. In so far as the increased assessments were 
necessary to carry out the demand for equalization of taxes they 
are to be commended, for no ore doubts that central property is 
enhancing in value faster than outlying and suburban property. 

But in exultation over a $7,000,000 increase in taxable values, 
another consideration must not be ignored. Increase in city as- 
sessments means a propdrtionate.increase in state tax payments. 

Uniformity is a fundamental law of honest taxation; but there 
should be state as well as local equalization of tax burdens. 

If $1,000,000 worth of city real estate is taxed at $600,000 in 
Atlanta and $1,000,000 worth of farm property is taxed at only 
$400,000 in Henry or Coffee or Jackson—the counties being selected 
at random—an unjust and unfair burden is placed upon the At- 
janta citizen. He pays $3,000 into the state treasury to $2,000 paid 
by the citizens of other counties. 

No good citizen will object to paying his fair and proportionate 
share of the taxes needed to run his city and state governments. 
All he has a right to ask is that economy and care be exercised in 
the expenditure of his tax money, and that uniformity be practiced 
in collecting it. AT 4 

But in violation of law and good morals, it is an undeniable 
fact that the practice exists in some counties of permitting property 
to bé returned at a much less percentage of its market value than 
is allowed in adjoining counties. 

Property which is in all respects of equal value is given in at 
60 per cent of its valuation in one county, while just across the 
line, for no good or legal reason, it is assessed a half or a quarter 
of its market value. | 

The burdens of state taxation thus bear unjustly upon the cit- 
izens of that county where alert and honest tax assessors perform 
their duty. 

The law of the state is that property: must be given in for tax- 
ation at its market value. The law is a dead letter. There is no 
machinery to enforce it, and no way provided for knowing what 
counties are permitting inequalities in tax assessments. The comp- 
troller general of Georgia is bound hand and foot, and has no 
authority to go behind the returns made under oath by the various 
county officials. Certain it is that nowhere in the state is prop- 
erty being given in at its full market value. 

In many cases the property owner pays whatever suits his good 
pleasure, and in others, whatever is agreeable to the individual 
whims of the tax officers. 

In the city of Atlanta the tax assessors have taken one horn 
of a perplexing dilemma. Uniformity of taxation demanded that 
they either increase the assessment on central property which was 
enhancing with marvelous rapidity, or decrease the assessment on 
outlying property which was not improving so fast. 

At present the capital city of the state is furnishing nearly one- 
eighth of the total property on the state tax digest. 

For 1910 Atlanta is paying state taxes on $81,173,498 of wealth, 
exclusive’Of railroad and other public utility corporations returns, 
which are made direct to the comptroller general. The total real 
and personal property on the state digest is $650,000,000. 

These considerations warn the tax assessors of Atlanta to go 
slow in fixing the basis of assessment for any real estate at a higher 
rate than that charged in other counties of the state. 

If there is any inequality in Atlanta’s system of taxation it

ought to be remedied. If a property owner a mile or two miles 
from the center of the city is returning his property for taxation| 
at 60 or 70 per cent of its market valuation, it is but just that the) 
central property owner should do the same thing. 

If the real estate of the central property owner is taxed on a 
basis of 70 or 80 per cent of its market valuation, it would be un- 
estate in the city to be taxed on a| 


less basis. 

The proper course to be adopted by the tax assessors is to’ 
ascertain the exact valuation of all real estate, central and outlying, | 
and then to apply the same basis of assessment to all such property. 
Such a system would be fair and just to all, and just so long as the’! 
tax assessors hold the basis of assessmeht to approximately the same | 
proportion as that averaged by the balance of the state, then there 
can be no possible ground of objection, either in or out of the city. 

To put the basis of Atlanta’s assessment higher than prevails 
elsewhere in the state, would, however, do an injustice to Atlanta 
which would not be approved by the city any more than it is ex- 
pected by the state. 

The Constitution has full confidence in the ability and good 
judgment of the city tax assessors and we feel sure that their as- 
sessments, when finally announced, will be sustained in fairness and 
in good sense. :

“In conclusion, Mr. Roosevelt, let me 
tell you that our old Indian chief of 
the erokeeés, John Ridge, was called 
‘The Man who walks along the moun- 
tain tops,” on account of his integrity. 
high resolve, and purity of character 
It was a beautiful soubriquet. f take 
the liberty of bestowing it upon you. 
(I will speak only for myself, and 
farther, and say that if you could be 
the Moses of my people, I would ex- 
claim, ‘Lead Kindly Light.’” 

“Your mother call you “Theodors.’ 
May you ever be, as she no doubt in- 
tended you to be ‘A Gift of God.’ Your 
father bestowed Roosevelt, which 
means @ rose-field: may your pathway 
among us be found blossoms, smiles, 
g00d will everywhere.” 

It was fitting that Mrs. Harris should 
have in this gracious way bestowed 
upon the man who was no stranger 
within the gates of her home town, a 
tithe so high sounding and noble. Es- 
pecially appropriate was it, since Mr.

“As general chairman of education, 
in co-operation with the state school 
commissioner and others, she has la- 
bored untiringly and ceaselessly for 
Georgia’s educational be.terment. With 
tongue and pen she has been, and stil! 
is, pleading for the methods of train- 
ing and teaching for our children 
which best fit them for the duties 
of life.” 

Mrs. Willet referred to 100 scholar- 


ships owned by the federation, given 
by the colleges, conservatories and 
business schools, and of ihe Student 
Aid Fund of nearly $1,500, both for 
poor, struggling girls. The thousands 
of books and magazines collected and 
distributed by the library chairman, 
Mrs. E. G. McCabe: to the fact that 
twenty-four towns in Georgia report 
free kindergartens, Atlanta alone sup- 
porting ten; this latter work wrought 
by the kindergarten chairman of the 
federation, Mrs. Nellie Peters Black.

“This work which we have vitalized 
the past year, and in which we have 
put our most earnest and serious 
thought and effort, has led meto take 
as my central though—my real mes- 
sage to you tonight—our Georgia homes. 
Let us consider how we may as iIn- 
dividual club women and as an or- 
ganized body bring about better con- 
ditions. Federation means a group of 
allied families united for some com- 
mon purpose. The story is told of 
Lord Erskine that,\when a poor young 
barrister pleading his first case, he 
said he seemed to feel his little chil- 
dren plucking at his robe and saying, 
‘Now, father. is the time to get bread,’ 
and it armed him with fresh courage 
and the determination to do his best. 

“As we'study the state-wide home 
and school problems there come be- 
fore us visions of pale-faced. weary 
women, livine in isolation, with few 
creature comforts, luxuries unknown, 
sanitary conditions often bad, houses 
eheerless, no beauty without or with- 
in, doing the cooking, cleaning, wash- 
ing, sewing, milking, nurstng. feeding 
the chickens and often making the 
gardens. Can you wonder that we 
club women feel ouf less fortunate 
sisters despatring!ly clutching at our 
garments and earnestly pulling at our 
heart-strings? It behooves us to re- 
spond with generosity, courage and 
determination, when they ask for 
themselves and their families the bread 
of life. 

A Plea for Mothers. 

“The State College of Agriculture. 
the e’'even district agricultural schools 
together with the State Normal! and 
Industria! college at Milledgeville, are 
building in the right direction. Girls 
and bovs are being trained industrial- 
Iv. and they will in time make the red 
o14 hills of Georgia blosom like the 
rose. But the chasm of the present 
must be bridgwed—wsve are pleading for 
the mothers of today. They must be 
given knowledge that wi!l) bring the 
giow of health to the cheeks of their 
loved ones. Problems of household 
eanitation. ventilat’ on and manage- 
ment, the care, feeding and clothing 
of children, how to fight tuberculosis 
the typhoid fiy, the mosquite, etc.. 
should be taught them in a practical 
way. Dr. Harvey W. Wiley, of the 
national bureau of chemistry, has sic 
that ‘the next ~reat social movement 
in America will be toward an improve- 
ment in cooking.’ 

“There is no problem of equal im- 
portance before the world today as 
that of the conservation of health. In 
America from 100,000 to 300.000 chil- 
dren die annually from preventab'e 
diseases. One sing’e life in Georgia 
saved bv this applied teaching would 
more than compensate the state for 
one year's appropriation. Strong ef- 
forts are being made by our state 
health cha rman, in conjunction with 
the secretary for Georgia of the 
American Medica! Association, to 
start a state-wide campaign—preach- 
ing the gospel of public health. We 
have appealed to Governor Brown, 
asking that he issue a proclamation 
setting aside one day as ‘health day’ 
in the schools throughout the state,”

Plea for Women of 


Districts. 


At the afternoon session Mrs. 
Charles J. Haden stirred her audience 
to tears when she appealed to the 
women of the state to see to it that 
something was done to help the home- 
maker, the wife and mother of the 
isolated rural districts, “the most neg- 
lected of all Georgia’s people.” 

Said Mrs. Haden: “The bequest of 
sclentific discovery to mankind is only 
enjoyed by those who know how to ap- 
propriate the inheritance. The many 
protections and preventatives against 
diseases are of no use to the home un- 
less the mother be taught how to ap- 
ply them. The open air and sunshine 
often fail to accomplish God's purpose 
because the people are out of align- 
ment with the simple laws of health. 

“The statisticians tell us that wom- 
en of the rural districts furnish the 
“yrgest proportion of insane asylums 
sad the cause is traced to monotony, 
drudgery and isolation. The state ap- 
propriates to train lawyers at the 
university and to teach mechanical en- 
gineers at the Tech; why could it not 
spare a trifle from its bounty to teach 
mothers the science of home-making”? 


The Dominant American Thought. 


“The upbuilding of farm is the domi- 
nant American thought of the hour. 
At this point the statesmen and pub- 
licists agree. The federal government, 
through its agricultural department 
and the state through its colleges are 
furnishing reliefs and remedies for 
the farmer, but what is being done for 
the aid of his wife? 

“The farmer's wife has contributed 
more to the common good and received 
less; has suffered more and enjoyed 
less, than any. Hers has been hard 
work and little play, a care'ess anxiety 
and small diversion. The tife of many 
of them in isolated districts is a com- 
posite tragedy. The wurk we seek to 
have done is not a theory or experi- 
ment; it should be made a visibl:

Omaha, Neb., November %.—Jndict- 
ments returned by the federal grand 
jury Wednesday aga'‘nst nine ranch- 
men of western Nebraska were made 
public today. The indictments charge 
conspiracy to drive from i:helr claims 
at the point of guns homesteaders who 
took quarter sections of semi-arid 
land under the Kinkaid homestead law 
by the defendants. Those indicted are 
Perry 8S Yeast, of Hyannis, Neb.,; his 
son, Frank W. Yeast; Leslie E. Ba! 


Willmot Z. Emerson, 
Boone B. Hawihorne 
H. Huff. 


Harry Suttof. 


Dr. Huff, a prominent physician, and 
Sutton, county attorney of Garden 
county, are members of the insanity 
board. Yeast, one of the largést 
ranchers in the state, was convicted 
two years ago of fraudulently secur- 
ing tile to homestead land, and paid 
a fine and served a jail sentence. 

There are four counts in the in- 
dictments, and the specific overt acts 
mentione@d indicate an unusual fron- 
tier condition. 

According to the charges made in 
the indictment, Yeast and his asso- 
clates carried their efforts so far as 
to secure the incarceration in the in-

sane asylum at Hastings, Neb., of one 
of their alleged victims. 

When the Kinkaid homestead law 
Was passed many persons went to 
Grant, Banner, Garden, Cherry and 
other western Nebraska counties and 
looked up quarter sections. The land 
is in the sand Allls country, but con- 
tains many fertile valleys. Severa! 
big ranchers, among them Yeast and 
his associates, have heretofore depend- 
ed on this valley land for ther hay 
for win.er feeding and the settling 
of homesteaders was resented. 

The indictment charges that a band 
of about thirty persons, heade@ by 
Yeast, went to the homés of many of 
these homesteaders, among them 
Cashier J. Davasher, George Carpen- 
ter, Gelbar D. Graves, George Bab- 
cock, Henry 8. Coulson and others. 
and by, In.imidation and threats of 
taking their lives and those of their 
families, forced them to leave their 
claims. te 

The specific case of Davasher is 
mentioned in detail. It is- charged 
that Yeast and the other defendants. 
accompanied by a band of cowboys, 
visited Davasher’s home, and after 
threatening himself and family with 
death if they did not leave the country, 
destroyed his home, broke up hig ma- 
chinery, cut his harness to pleces and 
in other ways mistreated him, Later. 
according to the indictment, Yeast 
conspired with members of the county 
insanity board and secured Davaétier’s 
incarceration in the asylum. 

This latter act, according to the {@- 
dictment, was committed in a. high- 
handed manner. The insanity commis- 
sioners, it is alleged, went through a 
mock examination, declared Davasher 
insane and issued a warrant for his 
arresi. This was served on the,.apot 
and within an hour he was rushed ‘¢ 
to the asylum w.thout being permit 
ted to have the advice of counsel. 

Davasher’s case was brought to the 
attention of the superintendent of ihe 
institution, who conducted an exami- 
nation in the case. He at once de- 
cided Davasher was not insane, and 
the latter was released by habeas cor- 
pus proceedings. 

According to an official of the inte- 
rior department, the present indict- 
ment covers one of the most remark- 
able attempts at land-grabbing which 
has recently been brought to the at- 
ention of the department. A letter 
written by one of the victims to Pres- 
ident Taft is said to have caused the 
‘nvestigation, whith fresulted in the 
indictments being returned.
